ARE HARASSED. 


PROTESE AT DONEGAL 
COUNTY COUNCIL.

At the meeting of the Donegal County 
Council, Mr, moved— '' t, in view 
of the number of people who are leaving this 
country for America, Canada and Australia, 
weekly and monthly, and the expense, incon- 
venience and hardships endured by these 
intending emigrants in having to go to 
Dublin to get medically examined and obtain 
their passports before leaving, the T.D.’s of 
this county be asked to urge on the Free 
State Government authorities who were in 
charge of the emigration department to have 
their grievance remedied Ay setting up a 
dépót somewhere in the county to have the 
examinations carried out, and thus save the 
abnormal expense incurred by those who were 
jorced to leave the country.”’ 

He suggested Letterkenny, Ballybofey or 
Lifford as a centre. 

Mr. Doogan added that this was a griev- 
ence that should have been remedied years 
t£o.

Jand when they went to the American 
Consul’s offices in Dublin were so degraded 
that they were sent round by a back street, 
and through a back entrance, and thece they 
were importuned by the lowest type of 
Dublin citizen who were living in the slums. 

HARASSED. ' 

The intending emigrants were harassed in 
that way, and the whole thing showed the 
sad state of society in Ireland to-day after 
five years of home government, that people 
had to clear out of the country in such a 
way. 

In Inishowen they recently had the 
spectacle of bonfires on the hills of the 
peninsula as a cordial send-off, or partin 
farewell, to friends having to emigrate, iat 
the vessel that carried them away returning 
the compliment by tooting its horn in recog- 
nition of the salute. He hoped that the day 
was not far distant when something would 
he done to keep these people at home: but, 
unfortunately, nothing was being done at 
present. While emigrants from the rural 
districts of lreland were compelled to go 
round by the back to get to the American 
Consul’s offices in Dublin, American citizens 
went in by a palatial entrance at the front. 

On the suggestion of Mr. James Clarke, 
D.L., it was decided to ask the General

MH. MW’GILLIGAN AND 
LEGISLATION,

Mr. P. McGilligan, Free State Minister.

The Minister in charge of a bill was always 
glad to confer with the captains of industry 
und commerce, and the other interests repre- 
sented in the Central Branch, and especially 
for the reason that they gave their advice 
in good time, when it could be turned to 
useful account. 

THE REPORT. 

The annual report was read by Mr. John 
Homan, hon, secretary. It stated that the 
Central Branch consisted not only of the 
followers of Gritfith and Collins, but also 
of all that was best in the Home Rule Part 


in the Unionist Party that had been led by 
Lord Carson, and the sons of the men of 
all parties who had wn to manhood since 
the time of all those older leaders. 

Dr. Crofton impressed on the branch, and 
especially on the two Ministers present, the 
necessity for devoting more aftention, both 
by way of legislation and of administration, 
to the health of the people. . 

The Chairman (Mr. M. P. Rowan) assured 
Dr. Crofton that his day would come in 
January, when General Mulcahy, Minister for 
Public Health, would open their meeting 
with an address on that very subject. 

The winter programme includes addresses 
in October by the President and Vice- 
Presideat: in November by Mr. McGiiligan 
on Transport, and by Mr. Hogan on his 
Agricultural programme ; in December by Mr. 
Lynch on the Fisheries question; in January 
by General Mulcahy on the Public Health, 
and by Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald on National 
Defence; in February by Mr. FitzGerald-

In March 
Professor O'Sullivan will speak on Education, 
aud Mr. Heffernan on Posts and Telegraphs. 

The Chairman added that in Limerick a 
new Central Branch had been formed, and he 
hoped that similar branches would soon be 
established in Cork, Waterford and Galway.

FARMYARD FIRE NEAR 
ENNISKILLEN. 


GREYHOUND PUPPIES TAKEN 
FROM BURNING STABLES. 


A fire took place late on Tuesday night last 
at Killyreagh, near Enniskillen, the residence 
of Mr. J. N. Carson. For miles around the 
flames were seen, and large crowds flocked 
to the scene, many persons surmising that 
the fire was at Castle Coole, the residence of 
the Earl of Belmore, which is not far distant. 

The fire broke out in a hay loft, where some 
200 ricks of hay were stored, the cause of 
the outbreak being, it is thought, the fusing 
of an electric wire. A maid who saw the 
light at first thought someone was in the 
stables underneath, and, entering them, dis- 
covered the fire. Neighbouring farmers and 
the Constabulary from Lisbelaw gave assist- 
ance and saved a number of cattle, and a 
valuable kennel of greyhound puppies was 
rescued by a maid. There was no water 
supply except that which could be taken from 
an ordinary hand pump in the yard, and the 
whole range of extensive out-offices soon was 
in flames. 3 

Two motor cars were in the stables and one 
of these was rescued somewhat damaged. As 
the second car was being removed, the petrol 
in the tank exploded and one of the helpers 
had his clothing set on fire. 

The fire burnt itself out about 4 a.m. 
yesterday. 

During the progress of the fire a difficult 
task was performed by the removal of a large 
tank of paraffin oil which was between the 
blazing office houses and the main residence. 
This was accomplished by the use of a hay- 
rick shifter. 

To protect the house from catching fire 
from «parks wet blankets were put over the 
windows as a covering.

KILLARNEY, Wednesday. 

The third annual Conference of District 
No,- 16 (Ireland) Rotary Clubs began its 
business this evening at a dinner in the Great 
Southern Railways Hotel, Killarney. About 
180 members, with a considerable number of 
ladies, were present, most of whom travelled 

morning train from Dublin, and 
arrived here at about halfi-past two o'clock. 
The afternoon was spent in visiting the 
picturesque districts around Killarney, and 
some played golf on the local links. 

Mr. Charles McGloughlin, Chairman of the 
Irish District Council, presided, and the com- 
pny included representatives of the Dublin, 

liast, Derry, Cork and Limerick districts. 

To-morrow’s programme includes the read- 
ing of papers on the functions of rotary, 
vocational service, etc., an excursion to 
Parknasilla, golf competition®, etc. 

Mr. McGloughlin, having introduced the 
presidents of the five Rotary Clubs in Ireland 
to the assembly, quoted from the weekly 
paper, Zhe Standard, the following :— 
“ Rotary, according to information from 
itself and from what can be deduced from 
the principles which govern it as an inter- 
national society, wants to be a moral in- 
fluence—to influence the life of the individual, 
the family and society, while prescinding 
absolutely, as an association, from all 
religious idea of, or connection with, God 
and Christ, our Redeemer.’’ This, the Bishop 
of Valencia, in Northern Spain, says can 
only mean that rotary, as such, professes ex- 
plicitly an absolute laicism, a universal 
religious indifference, and tries to provide a 
moral code for individuals and society based 
on a doctrine which is radically naturalistic 
and nationalistic. ” 

MISUNDERSTANDING. 

Continuing, the Chairman said such a state: 
ment couid only emanate from a bishop through 
some grievous misunderstanding or some mis- 
representation of the spirit that underlies 
the Rotary movement, I have been ten years 
in Rotary, he said, and I have occupied every 
office that a single club has to offer, and I 
have never seen, heard or felt any attempt. to 
influence either my religion or my politics. 
But to suggest, as this article does, that 
Rotary professes an absolute laicism or a 
universal religious indifference or a political 
indifference is a cruel libel. (Applause.) 
Why, the simple weekly luncheons, the fre- 
quent friendly meetings with our fellow- 
citizens, the constant urge that is a mam 
feature of Rotary to do our duty by our city, 
our country and our neighbours could ei, 
strengthen and deepen our devotion to our 
religion and Church. (Hear, hear.) The very 
method of electing members to the club is in 
itself a barrier to cliques‘ or one-sided m- 
fluence, and I am quite satisfied that no 
Rotarian in this country coul@ endorse such a 
statement as that which I refer to—and there 
are many devout Catholics in our clubs. 
‘Applause. ) 

A BROAD OUTLOOK. 

Mr. Arthur Chadwick, President of the 
Rotary International, British Isles, expressed 
his pleasure at his first experience of an Irish 
Rotary conference. He regretted that in 
fourteen years’ Rotary experience he had not 
sooner made the uaintance of ‘the Irish 
Rotarians. He would certainly have come 
sooner if he had realised that they were so 
warm-hearted and so filled with the spirit of 
good-fellowship. The value of the district 
conferences Jay in the opportunity they 
afforded for personal contact. He had been 
only two days in Ireland, but on his journey 
down from Belfast he had many helpful 
conversations, and had heard many interesting 
views on the great work of Rotary in which 
they were all so interested. 

He came to appeal to Rotarians to cultivate 
a broader outlook on life. In their move- 
ment they were confronted with many 
problems that required adjustment. The 
solution of these problems would often be 
found in the knowledge of what other 
Rotarians in other cities and countries were 
doing to overcome similar problems. No man 
could be a true Rotarian—active and efficient— 
whose interest at some time did not go 
beyond his own club. Rotary functioned as 
a spirit in places wide apart, but until the 
individual Rotarians found something of this 
spirit their work would not be really cffec- 
tive. Wherever he found a Rotary Club 
sick and inactive he found invariably that the 
club was detached and self-centred, and had 
no interest in the movement as a whole. The 
Rotarian had to be a student. As a leader in 
his classification he had need of personal 
contact with the leaders of other classifiations 
in his club,. and, through his club, with 
Rotarians all over the world; so that they 
might promote international knowledge and 
understanding. 

REGULAR ATTENDANCE. 
Mr. Robert W. Sinnott, Président of the 
Cork Club, in responding, expressed the dele- 
gates’ pleasure at the presence of Mr. 
Chadwick, and said that this was his first 
visit to the South of Ireland. He was per- 
fectly certain that he would go away 
charmed with everything he had seen and 
heard. In his address, Mr. Chadwick 
omitted one matter which referred par- 
ticularly to members of the clubs of the 
Irish Free State, and certamly to the 
Cork Club—the absolute necessity for regular 
attendance at the weekly luncheons. He had 
pressed that point himself time after time. 
and whilst he admired the spirit of Rotary 
which permeated the greater percentage of 
their Cork members, there was a tendency 
to apathy in a smaller number, which. he 
suggested, would be overcome if Rotarians 
better versed in the Rotary movement than 
such a young club as Cork paid them occa- 
sional visits. 
If the Rotary International of the British 
Isles would arrange for some of their well- 
informed members to visit provincial clubs 
in this country, it would conduce very mate 
rially to the development of the Rotary move- 
ment in the Free State, and, perhaps. in 
Northern Ireland. He paid a warm tribute 
to the work of the committees in organising 
the conference, especially to Mr. W. P. Mus- 
grave, and, in conclusion, hoped that it would 
not be long before Mr. Chadwick would be 
with them again. 
Dr. George G. Lyttle, President of the Bel- 
fast Club, said that he did not know where 
in the world one could see a better exemplifi- 
cation of fellowship than in that room, nor 
did he know any country where it was more 
needed. (Hear, hear.) Here they had a 
Dublin man presiding, and a Cork man mov- 
ing a vote of thanks to an Englishman, which 
was being seconded by a Belfast man wearing 
a green badge, and which would be 
with enthusiasm. (Laughter and applause.) 
On behalf of all the visiting clubs he wel- 
comed for the first time to an Irish district 
Conference delegates from Limerick. It 
was a great joy to members of other clubs 
to have a baby to look after. Often the 
youngest member of the family, with brothers’ 
experience before him, turned out the best 
man of all, and he hoped that it would be 
similar with the Limerick Club. He expressed 
their deep debt of gratitude to the Cork Club, 
their hosts, as nothing had been left yndone 
for their comfort and enjoyment. at the Con- 
ference, which would long be remembered, 
not only as an enjoyable gathering, but as an 
outstanding example of efficient organisation.

. PROBLEM OF IRISH 
LIGHTS CONTROL, 
cemerenendmnquenyiion 


An awkward situation had arisen with 
regard to the control of Irish coast lights 
owing to the separation of North and 
South, Sir John Purser Griffith told the 
Free State Ports and Harbours Tribunal 
yesterday, when he attended before the 
Tribunal to give his opinions on port 
administration problems. 

The Tribunal would remember, he said, 
that under the Treaty there was to be a 
Convention on this matter; but so far 
that had not been reached. He was 
strongly in favour of a single authority 
for Irish lights. 

The creation of a terminal port for 
trans-Atlantic traffic on the West coast of 
Ireland was urged by Sir John, who 
favours Galway as the site. Other points 
in his evidence were advocacy of national 
control of ports and all coasta) and marine 
matters, and the replacement of elected 
Harbour Boards by nominated bodies. 


HARBOUR AND MARINE 


WORKS DEPARTMENT. 
——— 


PLAN FOR STATE CONTROL. 


The Tribunal sat at the offices of the 
Department of Agriculture, Upper Merrion 
street, Dublin, Mr. H. B. O’Hanlop presided, 
and the other members present were Mr. 
C. H. O'Conor and Mr. Deegan. 

Sir John Purser Griffith, who was the only 
witness yesterday, gave his opinion that a 
change was desirable in the control and 
management of the ports and harbours of the 
Irish Free State. A popularly elected 
harbour board did not, as a rule, possess the 
technical knowledge which was necessary. 
The State must exercise some control ' over 
the ports and harbours and marine works of 
the country. The supreme contro] should, in 
his opinion, rest with a Minister of the 
Executive Council. He also suggested ad- 
visory local boards. There should be national 
and not only local control. The witness made 
the following definite suggestions :— __ 

(1) The supreme control of the Oireachtas 
through a Minister of the Executive Council. 

(2). An executive control by a Harbour and 
Marine Works Department. 

(3) Advisory nominated local boards. 


SCOPE FOR A DEPARTMENT. 

The witness suggested that, whatever 
authority the Tribunal might decide to re- 
commend for the ports and harbours, it 
should be so constituted as to be capable of 
controlling all harbours, piers, marine works 
and aids to navigation around the coast. It 
should have control of the maintenance of all 
harbours and piers not classified as statutory 
harbours upon which public money has been 
expended, including the provision of the 
necessary dredging plant; the provision of 
up-to-date charts for the Irish harbours and 
coast; the decision as to the provision of port 

uipment; the construction and maintenance 
of coast erosion defence works, and the con- 
trol of lights, beacons, buoys and aids to 
navigation. 

Immense amounts of money, Sir John 
Griffith said, had been spent on works around 
the coast and ports, but all of them had been 
unsatisfactory as regards the methods, 
particularly as regards maintenance. This 
a central authority would be able to control. 
The question of dredging was very important, 
too, so that the smaller_ports or harbours 
could be kept in order, 

The witness went on to advocate provision 
fdr marine surveys about the coast; also pro- 
vision for port equipment and the construc- 
tion and maintenance of coast works. They 
had cases where large sum of money had been 
expended on works which had been allowed to. 
be destroyed simply for the want of main- 
tenance. 

The Chairman—By cost of maintenance you 
mean maintenance against coast erosion’? 

Sir John Griffith—Yes, and I refer to 
Wicklow particularly. In that case the 
Government asked me to advise on the 
matter. The work was carried out by a very 
famous engineer, Mr. Randall, but mainten- 
ance work would have saved thousands of 
pounds. 

Dealing with the question of the import- 
ance of a national dredging plant, the witness 
said that it was a matter that had been 
brought before the late Navigation Congress. 
It was an important fact that the United 
States saw the need of such a plant, and had 
provided one. It was the small harbours 
that suffered most, and faced the greater 
difficulty. In Dublin they had a splendid 
dredging plant, but it would be useless send- 
ing that large plant to the small harbours. 

Mr. O’Conor—Who maintains the plant in 
the United States? 

Sir John Griffith—The State, I presume, 
and they let it out to the harbour authorities. 


GALWAY AS A TERMINAL PORT. 

Sir John went on to refer to the necessity 
of having a port somewhere near Galway for 
Transatlantic high speed services, and he re- 
commended for consideration the establishing 
of Galway as a terminal port. As to Killery 
Bay, it was his own view at one period that 
it would be suitable as a great national 
terminal port for Transatlantic services, but 
it could not be made safe without costly 
breakwaters, owing to its dangerous 
approaches. No doubt, said witness, Prince 

enry brought a German fleet into Killery 
Bay at night without a pilot, but he (Sir 
John) did not think without very costly 
breakwaters that Killery Bay would be suit- 
able as a national terminal station for the 
Atlantic services. 

The Chairman—You appear to be under the 
impression that Galway would be best?—Yes, 
replied Sir John. I have no hesitation in 
saying that Galway would be best, though it 
would involve costly outlay to equip it for 
this purpose. Galway possessed many facili- 
ties which entitled it to superior’ claims. 
There would be shorter railway connection to 
he made and they could have ten fathoms of 
water. 

To his mind it was a problem of immense 
importance to this country to try and «atch 
the main stream of high-speed traffic. It 
would effect a saving of time to ships, and 
would compensate for the outlay. 

Chairman—You would concentrate on it as 
a terminal port, and not as a port of call?— 
Yes; that is my view. 

NOMINATED BOARDS. 

Mr. O'Conor put some questions to the 
witness as to some of the points of his evi- 
dence.. He asked—When you propose to 
transfer the management of the ports to the 
Government, how do you propose to finance 
the ports; is it that the Government should 
finance them, or that they should be con- 
ducted on the lines as at present? 
Witness—The present lines, as far as prac- 
ticable. 

Mr. O’Conor—Take the Dublin port as 
managed at present; if that port was subject 
to the control of one Ministry in the State’ 
Witness replied that that would practically 
meet his point. 

Mr. 0’Conor—You would give the Minister 
power to say to the Board: “ We don’t ap- 
prove of what you do?” 

Witness replied that that was so. 

Mr. O’Conor suggested that that was 
different from putting the Board altogether 
tinder State control. He understood that the 
idea of the witness was to wipe out the 
boards as they stood at present? 

Witness replied that that was so, so far as 
elected boards were concerned. : 
Mr. O’Conor—You suggest that the Dublin 
Port Board should be nominated? 
Witness—A nominated Board pure and

7,000 feet in length, whieh would give 
shelter from south-westerly and southerly 
winds and would enclose one of the finest 
harbours in the world. Ships drawing as 
much as forty feet of water would be able 
to manceuvre comfortably in this harbour, 
and the biggest Atlafitic liners would be. 
berthed in complete shelter. The total 
water acreage of the harbour would be 
147 acres. Sir John Purser Griffith takes 
the view that Galway is the best site for 
a terminal port, not only because the line 
Galway-Dublin is the natural waist-line of 
Treland, but also because Galway offers 
useful railway facilities. No fewer than 
eighty-eight miles of new railway line 
would. be required for the connection, of. 
Blacksod Bay with the existing railway 
system, whereas the Galway scheme would: 
require only five and three-quarter miles.

The Leaning Tower. 


The Fascists of Pisa are manifesting 
annoyance because the reconstruction of 
the famous leaning tower has been en- 
trusted to an English engineering firm. 
If the English firm were engaged to put 
the tower straight, this annoyance might 
be justified; but the tronble is that the 
work, at all costs, was not entrusted to 
Italians. Italians built the leaning tower 
of ‘Pisa—which, in spite of all modern dis- 
coveries. remiins one of the wonders of 
the world—and, therefore, only they ought 
to preserve it. The Secretary-General of 
the local Fascists says that “ar appeal 
should have been made to foreign firms 
‘only aiter it had been absolutely proved 
that no Italian engineérs were capable of 
undertaking the work.” Let us suppose, 
howeyer, that such proof could be 
furnished only by risk of the building's 
fall or ‘by. the loss of its oblique construc- 
tion. The tower is about 180 feet high, 
and is some seventeen feet out of the per- 
pendicular. Its deviation has 
increasing slowly since 1278, and the ex- 
perts seém to think that the line of safety 
has been. reached.

MRS. FREDERICK SMITH. 


Mrs. Frederick Smith, mother of the Earl 
of Birkenhead, died yesterday in a nursing 
home at Eastbourne, in presence of her 
daughters, Mrs. Thompson and Miss Smith. 
Lord Birkenhead spent several days with his 
mother last week, but returned to his home 
in Oxfordshire when she became unconscious. 
Mrs. Smith was Elizabeth Taylor, member 
af a Sheffield family that settled at Birken- 
head before her birth. The Birkenhead docks 
were being built when she was born. In 
1870 she. married Frederick Smith, of the 
Middle Temple, Barrister, who also was con- 
nected with ah atctioneering and estate 
agency business in Birkenhead. 

Mr, Frederick Smith became a member of 
the Birkenhead Town Council, was appointed 
Alderman in November, 1888, and was elected 
Mayor, but before he ‘had held office for a 
month he died on December 9th, 1888. He 
had served- with the Army in India for five 
years, and returned home with a broken con-

10,000 TONS OF POWDER. 

Interviewed before “his departure, 
General San Jurjo said that the explosion 
was doubtless due to carelessness on the 
part of someone employed in the powder 
magazime, which contained ten thousand 
tons of black powder, and could not have 
exploded spontaneously. 

The violence of the explosion, the 
(;,eneral added, could be understood, bear- 
ing in mind that the walls of the magazine 
were teveral feet thick. 

The following account of the. disaster is 
supplied, by an eye-witness: The explosion 
took place at 12.40 a.m. to-day, at a time 
when the crowd, emerging from theatres, 
cinemas and other places of public resort, 
was spread through the town on its way 
home.

One of the latest labour and time-saving 
devices has been installed in . the St. 
Stephen's Green Branch of the Bank: of 
Ireland. 
ing machine, and is said to be intricate, 
but infallible, and easy to work. It was 
invented to meet the requirements. of 
modern banking business, and -it will re- 
place the existing system of posting by 
hand, and do away with the. familiar 
pass-book. 

Two machines work together. . One -oí 
them is engaged in compiling statements 
of customers’ accounts ‘from~ day to day, 
while the other fills up the ‘‘ loose-leaf '' 
ledger—‘‘ posts the ledger’’ in banking 
parlance. The. statement replaces the 
ordinary pass-book and is available with- 
out delay to the customer whenever it is 
needed. These statements are not return- 
able, and the customer is provided with a. 
black leather wallet in which to keep 
them. One of their advantag is that the 
customer is able to see at a glance how his 
account stands; for the machines, when 
posting statements with Jodgiments’ and 
withdrawals, automatically record the 
credit balance. ; 

The device has one amusing” feature. 
It will refuse to work if the customer’s 
account is overdrawn, though, after some 
slight. adjustments, it ‘will grudgingly 


concede the amount of. the overdraft—and | 


it never makes a mistake. 


FUTURE OF THE CLERK. 

Under this system the customer.is. saved 
the worry and trouble of keeping his pass-- 
book in a safe place and rememberiny to 
send it to the bank from time to time to 
see how his account stands. If he begins 
to wonder whether his account is over- 
drawn, he calls at the bank when passing 
that way and asks for a statement of his 
account. If the machine protests he’ 
knows that he actually is overdrawi ‘and’ 


must make instant amends to its sensitive 


feelings. 

To the bank the machine is a faithful 
and untiring slave, faultless in its work | 
and painstaking in its endeavours. With 
the first pressure of its Keys,.sa to speak, 
it has sent the bulky, laborious and really 
ledger into disuse. 
With a miniminr of labour and trouble i 
keeps the ledgers posted-every day. 

There is another aspect of the matter.. 
Does the advent. of this machine herald 
the decline of the bank clerk? © Thererwill. 
be no reduction in- the present staff of the 
Bank of Ireland; but, in the future, there 
is bound to be a lessening of the number 
of vacancies.

GENEVA, Wednesday. 

Thete was rather a ‘tense atmosphers 
towards the close of to-day’s sitting of the 
Assembly, when the League’s budget was 
under discussion. 

Lord Lytton expressed the grave anxiety 
of the Indian delegates at the increasing 
budget of the League. He spoke of the 
unsatisfactory nature of the control over the 
expenditure of the League, and added that 
whereas two years ago they were told that 
the budget of the League had reached its 
limit, this year there was an increase ol 
1,700,000 Swiss francs. 

His energetic protest came as somewhat of 
a surprise. 

The cause of ‘the increasing expenditure 
was to be found in the inadequacy and de- 
fective nature of the procedure controlling 
and limiting spending. Unfortunately, he 
saw very little evidence in this year’s budget 
of either goodwill or self-restraint. New ser- 
vices had been created this year, the neces- 
sity for which had never been established. 

iS IT WORTH THE PRICE? 

Of all the States members of the League, 
india was the one whose Government pro- 
bably found it most difficult to justify the 
contribution it made.. There existed in India 
a widespread view that the League was not 
much value to Eastern. countries, and that 
its tendency was definitely in the direction 
of strengthening European interests at the 
expense of the interests of other. countries 
and other races.

SECONDARY TEACHERS’ 


PENSIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin ,—Secondary teachers in Northern Ire- 
land have a pensions scheme operating since 
1922; secondary teachers in the Saorstát are 
still living in hopes in 1928. Many are fall. 
ing by the wayside or looking at the future 
in despair, while our Education and Finance 
Departments ate fiddling with technicalities. 
Every Minister of Education since the birth 
of the Free State has admitted the justice of 
the claim to pensions and the necessity of 
such a scheme as a complement to educational 
policy. The public yéquires no arguments to 
convince it that men who have given forty 
me to the service of the State ought to 

ave some provision for the few remaining 
years of their life. All political parties are 
agreed ow the principle; headmasters of all 
religious views are in accord with assistant 
teachers in demanding pensions. Could there 
be a sadder commentary on our boasted 
statesmanship for the past six years than the 
ability or unwillingness of our Government 
to evolve a simple scheme for pensions ? 

During the last session of the Dail we had 
some specific promises from Ministers on the 
subject. We can only hope that they will 
be honoured, and that an acceptable scheme 
will soon materialise. In any scheme that is 
submitted justice should be the. first. con- 
sideration, not petty pecuniary adjustments. 
Let there be no niceties about fractions of 
years of service to older teachers who have 
given of their best under the wretched con- 
ditions obtaining up till very recently. Let 
the scheme be a just and generous gesture of 
appreciation for hitherto unrewarded service. 
A late Minister for Education, when trying 
to defend the meagreness of the increments, 
promised a pensions scheme and enunciated 
the principle that pensions were deferred 
salaries. On this basis we have a right to 
very generous pensions. It is not long since 
deferred salaries and deferred hopes were the 
secondary teachers’ only assets. 

Secondary teachers wish it clearly under- 
stood that they do not approach any Govern- 
ment, hats in hand, begging a gratuitous 
allowance. We insist on our right to a just 
pensions scheme by reason of our service to 
the people. Our work is not less arduous or 
less responsible than work of other ser¥ants 
of the State. We are civil servants in the 
most rigorous sense cf the expression. By

AGRICULTURAL SCHEMES 
IN LIMERICK. 


INCREASED MILK YIELD. 


Limerick “County Agricultural Committee, 
at its meeting yesterday, adjourned con- 
sideration of a memorandum presented by 
the Free State Department of Agriculture as 
to modifications in the various agricultural 
and live stock schemes for 1929-30. A de- 
putation from the County Limerick Branch

Mr. Francis J. Dickens, J.T. (Chairman), 
moving the adoption of the report and state- 
ment of accounts for the half-year ended the 
30th of last June, said :—I desire to call 
your attention to the satisfactory nature of 
tlie figures submitted for your consideration, 
und to emphasisé once again the gratifying 
e\pansion of the company’s business. Spcak- 
ing generally, there has been considerable 
extension of business in all departments, and 
the demand for further gas supplies still con- 
tinues to increase. (Hear, hear.) 

During the half-year under review we have 
secured 5,154 new consumers, and, in order to 
afford them the requisite supply of gas, it 
has been necessary to lay 780 new services, 
involving an extension of our mains in 
various directions. As a matter of fact, 
thirty-six miles of wrought iron and twelve 
miles of cast iron piping were laid during 
the year, and we are confident that these 
extensions will be reflected in the future by 
further increased consumption. 

DISTRIBUTION DIFFICULT TO COPE 

WITH. 

The work of the distribution department 
shows no signs of decreasing, and even with 
the large staff of fitters now employed it 
is difficult to cope with. There have been 
extensions to new sites in Drumcondra, Rath- 
farnham, Kimmage, Cramlivn, Dundrum and 
Bray. The first-mentioned was the largest 


acheme, and provision is made for nearly 800 


houses. Mains have been laid for all. and 
already over 500 workmen are actually using 
gas, having become consumers within the 
last six months. Many of these have, 
in addition to cookers, gas wash-coppers, gas 
fives and gas irons, and, although the houses 
are equipped for lighting, cooking and heating 
by electricity, we have been required in a 
large number of cases to add lighting points, 
because gas lighting is found to be more 
agreeable or more economical. (Hear, hear.) 
This site resembles that at Marino and 


| Croydon Park, and is another illustration of 


what the City Commissioners are doing for 
Dublin in providing ideal residences in 
healthy, open surroundings, which must have 
a beneficial effect on future generations. The 
smaller sites in the city and suburbs, result- 
ing from the efforts of private enterprise and 
Public Utility Societies, afford us the same 
increased consumption as in @ther cases where 
modern dwellings and healthy conditions 


prevail. 
IMPROVED CONSUMPTION. 

It would not be correct to assume that in 
every case we are adding new consumers, as 
a number of the houses are occupied by 
families from overcrowded areas; but we are 
getting improved consumption. Many who 
hitherto used gas merely to supplement 
ranges and open fires now rely on the gas 
cooker for all cooking purposes; the gas iron 
has become popular, and the wash-copper is 
steadily gaining favour—although it must be 
borne in mind that Dublin folk are largely 
given to the laundry habit. In consequence 
many of the laundries are valuable customers 
of ours, and, in fact, one of the oldest of 
them has taken over our supply within the 
present year and discarded :ts own plant. 

TWO LARGE CITY INSTALLATIONS. 

Two large installations mert comment— 
one, the Plaza, where apparatus capable of 
catering for 2,000 has been installed. The 
kitchen, which occupies a remarkably small 
space, having regard to its capacity, is 
equipped with modern apparatus for all kinds 
of cooking, for heating, water, coffee roasting, 
eic. It is the largest installation of its kind 
in Jreland, and was first used for the recep- 
tion of Mr. Kellogg, at which 3,000 people 
were present. 

The other is in the Mansion House, where 
the chief entertainments of a public character 
are carried out. This is another all-gas 
kitchen, the installation being completed in 
time for the Tailteann banquet. The cost of 
gas for cooking a dinner for nearly 500 
people amounted to the remarkably low figure 
of 19s. 6d.. and it was gratifying to receive 
the compliments of the Borough Commis- 
sioners not only on the efficiency of the installa- 
tion, but on the economy of gas consumption. 
An important development of recent times 
is the use of gas for refrigeration. The 
apparatus available is both efficient and 
economical. and will enable the housewife to 
make a liberal supply of ice for the table 
and safeguard all classes of food from con- 
tamination and putrefaction at a cost of 2}d. 
a day. They can be supplied from the 
smallest domestic type to a refrigerator for 
large institutions. 

GROWING INDUSTRIAL DEMAND FOR 
GAS. 

There is a growing demand for gas for 
industrial purposes, and recently we have 
fitted installations for baking and _ confec- 
tionery,; brazing and vulcanising, laundry 
work, sugar-boiling, lead-melting, drying 
hlock salt, etc. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

12.464 new cookers, 2,919 additional fires 
and radiators 346 geysers, wash coppers and 
boilers, as well as 935 ovens, hot plates, 
grillers, etc., have been fitted, the value ef 
which represents a total of £55,000. The 
io sa expansion was in the prepayment 
epartment, where gas was sold in penny- 
worths to the working-classes.

LARGEST EXPENDITURE ON CAPITAL 
T. 


On the last occasion, he said, when | 
addressed you, I explained that the amount 
expended on capital account was the largest 
figure reached for more than a quarter of x 
cex‘ury. This time the corresponding figure 
Is £5 per cent. greater, and demonstrates, 
perhaps more clearly than any words of mine 
could express, the remarkable development in 
the company’s business. Looking at the 
revenue account, it is apparent that economies 
have been effected, so ia as costs relating to 
the manufacture of gas are concefted. as 
almost every item is substantially down when 
compared with corresponding figures. On 
coals alone, although 11,224 tons additional 
were carbonised, there is a reduction of nearly 
£25,000, and, seeing that our income from resi- 
duals has fallen by only £8,000, it is evident 
that the net result is greatly improved. The 
economy is mostly due to our increasing 
nanufacture of coal gas and correspondingly 
curtailing that of carburetted water gas. So 
long as a ready market can be found for the 
sale of coke, it is much cheaper to make gas 
from coal alone, but, nevertheless, the water 
gas plant is a valuable stand-by in many 
difficulties That occasionally arise, not the 
east of which might casily be an unwieldy 
stock of coke. 5 


SAVING IN MAINTENANCE AND 

PAIRS. 

Dealing with maintenance and repairs, the 
Chairman said that a large saving, amount- 
ing to quite £10,000, has been effected, not- 
withstanding that all the plant and machinery 
has been maintained at the usual high state 
of efficiency. year a thorough 
examination had béen made of the various 
gas-holders by an expert authority, and 
nothing of a serious nature was discovéred. 

In connection with tar and its products, 
while the receipts bave not been materially 


Early this 


affected, the outlook is not so bright. Intense 
competition had been expenmenced from 
bitamen, which cannot be made in this 


country. It is, therefore, difficult to account 
for the preference given to the commodity, 
as prices being equal there is no question 
as to the superiority of tar as a road spray- 
ing and binding material, as well as pro- 
viding a non-skid surface for motor cars and 
a safer thoroughfare for horse traffic. It is 
to be hoped that Free State road surveyors 
will, at least, give the home product a fair 
trial. 


EXPENDITURE ON DISTRIBUTION, 

Turning to the question of distribution of 
vas, the Chairman said that the expenditure 
has increased by £20,000. On mains alono 
the cost was higher by almost £12,000, and 
it is improbable that the peak had yet been 
reached because of their policy of periodic 
renewals, so as to give a satisfactory supply 
to users. Costs had risen with stoves and 
fittings, largely on account of increased 
provision necessary for depreciation in con- 
sequence of growing capital expenditure. 

The cost of management was approximately 
the same, but there is a reduction of £4,000 
i expenditure on miscellaneous and special 
charges. ‘The receipts for gas were lower by 
nearly £17,000, notwithstanding the increased 
sales, the explanation being the reduction in 
the price by one penny per therm or 43d.

DIVIDEND INCREASED. 

The income of the company is lower by 
£24,000, although expenditure has only fallen 
by £15,000; so that the revenue profit is less 
than in the corresponding period by approxi- 
mately £9,000. Notwithstanding this, how- 
ever, the balance of net revenue available, 
after meeting debenture and bank interest 
and the bonus granted by*the stockholders to 
the directors and staff, is sufficient to meet 
the increased dividend recommended— 
£7 12s. 6d. per cent. per annum, the 
maximum permissible, leaving the sub- 
stantial balance of £30,947 6s. 11d. to be 
carried forward—a sum greater by £4,500 
than that brought into the account from the 
previous boris The balance to credit of 
yrofit and loss is £10,000 larger, and the 
lands have risen by £16,000.

In December, 1927, he married a second 
time, and now had a comfortable home. 
Since then he had applied for and secured 
the return of four of his children, who were 
inmates of the “ Bird’s Nest,’’ York road, 
Kingstown, and an infant who had been in 
the custody of a woman at 4 Emerald terrace, 
Dolphin’s Barn, to whom it had been given 
by the Rev. T. C. Hammond. 

In the course of the affidavit, the applicant 
stated that in a letter dated 12th Jule last 
the Rev. T. C. Hammond alleged that a 
claim had been made by the maternal aunt 
of the boy William Davidson, and that she 
disputed the applicant’s right to the boy. 

Counsel read an affidavit of the Rev. T. C. 
Hammond, who stated that no application of 
any kind was made to him by Mr. Davidson 
for the infant before the first week of July, 
1928, when he received a letter dated the 3rd 
of that month from him asking for the boy. 
Mr. Davidson subsequently asked for his 
other children, who had been taken care of 
for him for over a year, and they were 
returned to him immediately, on his personal 
application at the Homes on Zist July, 1928. 


SISTER OF CHILD'S MOTHER. 

A previous letter from him, written ‘by his 
wife, Mrs. A. Davidson, on the 8th May, 
stated that she had got a post as caretaker, 
but contained no reference to the infant. A 
letter dated 25th June was received from 
Mrs. Bridget O'Rourke, who stated that she 
was a sister of the child’s mother, and she 
called about two days later, with Mrs. Kate 


mother, and made an appointment for an 
interview. The appointment was kept by 
Mrs. Kate Murphy only, who explained that 
the child was not the child of Mr. Davidson, 
and that she and Mrs. O’Rourke were two of 
the next-oi-kin. She requested him not to 
part with the infant until she had arranged 
the matter. 

The affidavit further stated that Mr. Ham- 
mond interviewed Mr. Davidson's solicitor 
and ee his difficulty, and it was 
arranged that Mr. Davidson’s solicitor should 
proceed with the application to the Court, 
and that Mr. Hammond would accept all 
responsibility for Miss Smyly, and comply 
with any order of the Court. 


THE BAPTISM. 
There also was an affidavit by Mrs. Kate 
Murphy, of 30 Elm Grove, Ranelagh, who 


stated that the infant was baptised accord- 
ing to the rights of the Catholic Church 
The infant was kept and maintained by her 
late mother for ten months after its birth. 
She was in good, comfortable circumstances, 
and was .desirous of taking charge of the 
child. 

Mr. Sweeney mentioned that his client bad 
obtained a place for the boy in the St, 
Vincent de Paul Orphanage. 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Mr. W. J. M. 
Coulter) appeared for the Rev. T. C. 
mond, and said that Mr. Hammond made ro 
claim on the child, and was prepared to 
obey any order of the Court. 

Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. W. J. 
M. Coulter), on behalf of Mrs. Murphy, 
submitted that she was an eminently suitable 
person to have the custody of the child. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne, having questioned

AD INTERIM INJUNCTION 


SOUGHT. 


In the matter of the estate of Patrick 
Walsh, late of Aglish, Carrigeen, County 
Kilkenny, farmer, ah Nicholas Walsh. 
Waterford. plasatiff, and John W alsh, of 
Aghsh, Carrigeen, defendant, 

Mr. J .J. Walsh (instructed by Mr. 
Edward O'Shaughnessy) applied on behalf 
of the plaintiff, the executor of the will of 
the deceased man, for an order for an in- 
junction restraining the defendant from in- 
terfering with or drawing from the National 
Bank thirty shares of that bank, worth about 
£700, pending the hearing of the action, in 
which the plaintiff. as executor, sought con- 
struction by the Court of the will of the 
deceased man, or that portion of it relating 
to the shares. The assets left by “he de- 
ceased man amounted to over £4,000. 


THE DEPOSIT ACCOUNT. 

Counsel stated that when the schedule of 
the deceased man’s assets was being prepared 
it was discovered that the thirty shares were 
on deposit in the National Bank in the joint 
names of the defendant and himself. At an 
interview with the solicitor of the executor, 
the defendant stated that he never knew of 
the existence of those shares and made no 
claim to them as the surviving owner of the 
deposit account. At a subsequent interview, 
however, he stated that he would claim the 
shares as his absolute property. The executor 
accordingly instituted proceedings, and a con- 
struction summons had been issued which 
would come before the court next term. 


BANK'S ATTITUDE. 

In the meanwhile, added counsel, it was 
desirable in the interests of the estate of the 
deceased man that the shares should not be 
paid out to the defendant. From the 
affidavit of the executor’s solicitor it appeared 
that the bank, in a letter to him, refused to 
retain the shares should the defendant ask 
for payment of them unless the court 
restrained the bank from doing so. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne made an order giving 
the plaintiff leave to serve notice on the 
defendant and on the bank for the first day 
of next sittings, and in the meanwhile 
granted an ad intertm injunction restraining 
the defendant from interfering with the 
shares, and directed that a copy: should be 
served on the bank.
